London, Julv 22.—One German in­ 
dustry that the British blockade is 
unable to touch relates to diamonds. 
When th© war broke out a German 
syndicate found itself with a stock 
of rough diamonds worth over $7,500,- 
000. which had been bought in Ger­ 
man Southwest Africa. This syndicate 
now hires expert Belgian cutters at 
low' wage? and disposes of the stones 
in the United States by way of Hol­ 
land. 
The United States is now' practical­ 
ly the only country buying diamonds, 
and the market there seems as brisk 
as ever. 
Production of stones has practically 
stopped, since the mines in South 
Africa are closed down, their engineer^ 
ing staffs disbanded and native lab­ 
orers repatriated. 
It will take a 
long time after peace is declared be­ 
fore the industry is restored to its 
old proportions.
